White House officials confirmed 
that the president is preparing a let- 
ter to the Senate outlining- a series 
of •; non-binding commitments 
designed to ease concerns thai'lhe 
AWACS aircraft might endanger 
Israel.

But Democratic Senator John

Fahd in Cancun, Mexico. White 
House officials would like to see the 
Senate postpone its final vote until 
after that session, on the assumption 
that Fahd might be prepared to is- 
sue a statement designed to win 
congressional support. The Senate 
vote, at this point, is tentatively 
scheduled for next Tuesday.

New Egyptian president sworn in 


Peace to continue, vows Mubarak

“Camp David and the peace with 
Israel will continue, to the letter” — 
Hosni Mubarak told parliament in 
Cairo yesterday after being sworn in 
as* Egypt's fourth president. 

In his 55-minute address, the new 
president warned that he would be 
pursuing a tough line against oppo- 
nents of the regime inside Egypt, 
and that the “sword of law” would 
come down heavily on anyone who 
“thinks of violence." 

Mubarak, who won a 98 per cent 
endorsement in Tuesday's national 
referendum, consolidated his posi- 


tion by appointing himself prime 
minister, in addition to his post as 
president and supreme comrpander 
of the Egyptian armed forces. 

According to the official Middle 
East News Agency, he also an- 
nounced that he would retain the 
same cabinet that had worked un- 
der the late President Anwar Sadat. 

Nevertheless, Osama el-Baz, first 
under-secretary in the Egyptian 
Foreign Office and one of 
Mubarak's closest aides, is still tip- 
ped for a prominent post in the new 
administration, possibly ■ that of 
foreign minister in place of Kama! 
Hassan Ali, who is reportedly ailing.

' According to an Associated Press 
dispatch from Jedda .yesterday, 
Saudi sources who did not wish to 
be identified revealed that the Saudi 
government had instructed all local 
editors to avoid any strident com- 
ment, one way or another, in the 
wake of Sadat's assassination. 

Saudi Arabia is expected to pre- 
sent its peace plan at the Arab sum- 
mit meeting scheduled to be held in 
Fez, Morocco; next month. The 
secretary-general of the Islamic 
Conference Organization, Habib 
Chatti of Tunisia, said earlier this 
week lhat he hoped the Arab sum- 
mit would adopt Fahd’s plan as the 
“Arab plan."

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
said yesterday there was “nothing 
new” in President Hosni Mubarak’s 
call for Palestinian self- 
determination, for the return of 
"Arab Jerusalem," and for 
“American pressure” on Israel. But 
the new Egyptian leader's remarks 
were “not a contribution to the 
peace process,” Sharirir said. 

Speaking in a radio interview, 
Shamir conceded that the aftermath 
of Anwar Sadat's assassination was 
“a twilight period,” a time of 
heightened fears and anxieties. But 
the new Egyptian leadership has as- 


sured Israel in the most unequivocal 
terms that there would be no 
change in the continuing peace 
process between the two countries. 
If that is the Egyptian position, 
“then our position too must be that 
the peace process continues — in- 
cluding the withdrawal." 

Having laid down this basic policy 
tenet, the foreign minister went on 
to voice a sense of caution and 
trepidation that pervades the Israeli 
political community. It was “too 
early today," he said, to pronounce 
a firm prognosis on how Egypt un- 
der Mubarak would eventually 
shape its policies.

The Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
Mubarak's statement on self- 
determination for the Palestinians 
and autonomy for East Jerusalem 
contained nothing which former 
president Anwar Sadat had not said 
before.) 

Begin also told some of the 25,000 
participants at the Kurdish-Jewish 
festival that "there is no rift in our 
people and there will be none. 
There were differences of opinion 
during the elections that heated up 
a bit, but we have remained one 
nation." *

water, 26 per cent. 

Other factors which traditionally 
push up the September index are 
the increased buying which accom- 
panies the holiday season, the big 
purchases necessary at the beginn- 
ing of the school year and the ap- 
pearance of more expensive winter 
clothing in the stores. 

Economists expect the CPI to re- 
main high in the coming months,, 
even if the Treasury takes steps to 
restrain inflation, such as budget 
cuts or a new round of price rises to 
mop-up excess cash.

Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
has’ accepted some of the com- 
promise proposals suggested by the 
U.S. last year on Palestinian self- 
rule, Begin’s spokesman said yester- 
day, but none of the proposals 
touched the major issues in dispute. 

Spokesman Uri Porat said the 
proposals were general ideas on the 
size and constitution of the Palesti- 
nian council that will administer the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Porat was clarifying a report at- 
tributed to former U.S. president 
Jimmy Carter, which Carter yester- 
day confirmed, that Begin had ac- 
cepted these proposals when he 
visited Carter at his home in Plains, 
Georgia last month. 

But Porat said Begin had already 
agreed to some of the ideas last 
December, when they were put 
forward by Carter's special envoy to. 
the Egyptian-Isr&eli r U.S. autonomy 
talks, Sol Linowitz. 

Porat said Israel accepted the 


proposal that the Palestinians 
should have one self-governing 
body rather than the two that Egypt 
wanted. The council's powers were 
not derided, but Begin, who wanted 
a council of about a dozen men, 
agreed that its size would be fixed 
by the number of functions with 
which it is charged. 

But Linowitz found no agreement 
from Israel on the questions of who 
would control internal security and 
water rights after the West Bank 
and Gaza become an autonomous 
Palestinian zone, both -of which are. 
raised in Linowitz's memorandum 
of understanding a year ago. 

Chief autonomy negotiator 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg told 
The Jerusalem Post last night that 
there had been “no change in 
Israel’s position" — either during 
the talks in Washington or last week 
at the meetings in Cairo at the time 
of Anwar Sadat's funeral. 

Israel, said Burg, had consistently 
agreed to Linowitz's proposal to 
draw up a “memorandum, of under- 
standing." However, it would still 


require negotiation before agree- 
ment could be reached with Egypt 
’ and the U.S. on the content of the 
memorandum. 

The State Department yesterday 
said that the Reagan administration 
has not heard “officially from the 
government of Israel" to substan- 
tiate the front-page story in yester- 
day’s New York Times that Begin 
is willing to accept the Linowitz 
proposals. 

State Department spokesman 
Dean Fischer noted that Israel 
Radio has described the report as 
“groundless." 

If Begin indeed is prepared to ac- 
cept the Linowitz proposals, U.S. 
officials said, there was room for 
new oplimistim that the long-stalled 
autonomy negotiations might yet 
succeed. 

A year ago, linowitz submitted a 
memorandum of understanding on 
the principles of autonomy designed 
to bridge the gap separating Israel 
and Egypt. At that time, Israel re- 
jected several ke y pr ovisions. Ac-

Carrington compares Israel to Nazis

Britain's Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington recently compared 
.Israel's behaviour in the ad- 
ministered areas to the Nazis* treat- 
ment of the Jews. 

“What Israel does in the oc- 
cupied areas," Carrington told a 
closed session of the European 
Democratic Union in July, is like 
the way the Nazis treated the Jews 
in occupied Europe. The Jerusalem' 
Post has learned this from a source 
associated with the meeting. 

Other leaden of European con- 
servative parties who attended the 
EDU session at. Schloss Klessheim 
in Austria were reportedly taken 
aback by Carrington's remark. Ger- • 
many’s Franz-Josef Strauss, head of 


the CDU party, said so bluntly 
when he followed the British 
minister to the rostrum. The Danish 
delegation made their feelings felt 
in private conversations. 

The Israel government was ap- 
. parently not apprised of Car- 
rington's remark. 

There is, however, resentment 
against Carrington in Jerusalem this 
week on another score; his clogged 
revival of the “Venice Declaration” 
despite clear indications that in 
Paris' view that document would be 
better forgotten. 

Carrington announced in London 
this week, after a meeting of the 
European Community foreign 
ministers^ that the "Venice 
Declaration" was still valid. Drafted 
In June 1980, the declaration calls 


for PLO participation in the peace 
process. 

Carrington announced that he 
would shortly visit Saudi Arabia, in 
his capacity as current chairman of 
ithe EEC council of ministers. He 
‘warmly praised Crown Prince 
Fahd’s eight-point peace plan, 
which calls for Israeli withdrawal 
from all the areas including 
Jerusalem and for the creation of a 
Palestinian state. 

Asked about Israel-Britain rela- 
tions during a radio interview 
yesterday, Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir said that some circles in 
London, especially in the Foreign 
Office, "irrationally" still refused to 
reconcile themselves to the ex- 
istence of a sovereign Jewish state.

WASHINGTON. — The 
Reagati administration yester- 
day sent two U.S.-manned 
AWACS surveillance aircraft to 
help defend Egypt. The State 
Department said the U.S. was 
responding to Egypt's expressed 
need to “bolster its defences 
against any possible external

AWACS planes, which will be 
stationed in Egypt for an indeter- 
minate period, will primarily focus 
on any possible threat to Egypt from 
the largely Soviet-supplied Libyan 
air force.

October 6 as- 
sassination of President Anwar 
Sadat, there has been a heightened 
degree of tension along the 
Egyptian-Libyan border, as well as 
increased sabre-rattling between 
Libya and Sudan. 

Egypt disclosed yesterday that it 
had sent both aerial defence equip- 
ment and troops to neighbouring 
Sudan to help defend it against any 
possible Libyan attack. 

The disclosure that Egypt had 
sent troops to Sudan following 
threats of invasion by Libya and 
reported Libyan attacks on targets 
close to Sudan’s border with Chad 
came from Egyptain Foreign- 
Minister Kamal Hassan AH in 
Cairo. 

Asked what would happen if Li- 
byan leader Muammar Gaddafi 
decided to attack Sudan, Ali 
replied: “Should this happen, we 
will teach him a lesson.” Sudan 
President Ja’afai Numciri has gone 
oh record as saying he would wage a- 
“preventive war" against Libya to

One might argue 
that such statements, made at the 
time of the funeral, with Egypt still 
in trauma, ought not necessarily be 
accepted at face value.

Arabia. Four U.S. -operated 
AWACS aircraft are currently 
defending Saudi air space. 

According to Fischer, the idea to 
send two U.S. AWACS to Egypt 
arose during Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig's discussions with 
Egyptian leaders in Cairo last 
weekend. “It was mutually agreed,” 
said Fischer. 

Other U.S. officials explained 
that the highly-visible AWACS 
presence in Egypt was part of a con- 
certed U.S. effort to signal an ex- 
tended degree of American support 
for the new Egyptian government 
of Prerident Hosni Mubarak. 

In recent days, Washington has 
announced a massive “war game” 
with Egyptian troops for November 
and December and an accelerated 
delivery schedule of advanced U.S. 
military hardware to Egypt. 

U.S. officials said Egypt has made 
no request to purchase the 
AWACS, largely because of its 
$400 million price tag. In the past, 
Egypt has, however, sought the less 
sophisticated Hawkeye radar 
planes. Israel has purchased 
Hawkey es but not the AWACS 
from the U.S. 

The two airborne warning and 
control system planes are capable of 
detecting air movement for about

Moroccan planes downed by 
SAMs in Polisario attack 


RABAT. — Morocco yesterday ac- 
cused Libya and Algeria of backing 
a. major guerrilla attack on a key 
Moroccan garrison in the Western 
Sahara in which it said two Moroc- 
can planes were shot down. 

Parliament met in special session 
late on Tuesday night to discuss the 
attack on the garrison at Guelta 
Zemmour and passed a motion 
which “imputed the responsibility 
to the Algerian and Libyan govern- 
ments which undertake acts to 
envenom the war,” the Moroccan 
news agency MAP reported. 

Morocco says a Hercules C-130 
transport and a Mirage F-l fighter 
were shot down' by Soviet-made 
SAM-6 or SAM-8 missiles. 

The guerrillas’ Polisario Front, 
which is fighting Morocco for the 
independence of the former Spanish 
colony, has not confirmed Tues- 
day's attack, which was launched 
from Mauritania. 

Moroccan military sources said 
yesterday that SAM-6 missiles are 
supplied by Moscow to Libya 
which, with Algeria, is a major sup- 
plier of arms to Polisario guerrillas. 

The Moroccan sources also said 
that the missiles could only have 
been operated by experienced 


technicians such as East Germans 
or Cubans. 

The use of missiles, if correct, es- 
calated the level of weapons in the 
six-year-old desert war between 
Polisario guerrillas and Moroccan 
troops. 

The attack on the Moroccan gar- 
rison at Guelta Zemmour also 
revived the fighting. Calm had 
reigned on the Sahara front since 
August when King Hassan during 
an African summit meeting in 
Nairobi proposed that an in- 
dependence referendum vote be 
taken in the disputed Sahara. 

Hassan announced the attack in 
telegrams sent to world leaders and 
claimed that “for the first time since 
the conflict in the Sahara began, the 
presence of several dozen tracked 
' tanks was formally detected by our 
army.” 

Hassan ’s announcement did not 
' mention if any lives were lost in the 
alleged downing by missiles of the 
planes or the assault on the Moroc- 
can post some 20 kilometres from 
the Mauritanian border. 

The king's message did not say 
whether the C-130 transport was 
carrying troops but mentioned it 
was flying at 18,000 feet and the 
Mirage at 30,000 feet. (Reuter, UP1)

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Knesset panel to probe affair

The Knesset State Control Com- 
mittee is planning to look into the 
possibility that a government- 
controlled investment company 
sold the government's share in the 
Moller Textile Works to the Delta 
Textile Company at a price far 
below its true market value. 

The role of Dr. Moshe 
Manddbaum — now deputy gover- 
nor of the Bapk of Israel and at the 
time of the sale the chairman of the 
investment company — in the sale 
will also be questioned. 

The matter came to light in a 
'report released last week by the 
State Comptroller on the Industrial 
Development Investment Company 
(IDIC); a subsidiary of the 
government-controlled Industrial 
Development Bank. The comptrol- 
ler questioned the sale of the Moller 
works below what appeared to be 
the true .value of its assets, and the 


fact that the JDIC’s manager, 
Amior Vinokur, is a minor 
stockholder in Delta but was 
nevertheless involved in the sale. 

Delta bought 43.7 per cent of the 
Moller works from the government 
in late 197S for IS3.18 million, 
which gave Delta control of the 
company. The deal was approved 
by the securities committee erf 1 the 
IDIC and not .by the directorate,- 
which the comptroller said should 
have approved it first. Only after the 
deal went through did 
Manddbaum, the IDIC chairman, 
have it approved retroactively by 
the directorate. 

* The comptroller also said that a 
detailed, comprehensive review of 
the Moller assets had not been 
prepared at the time of the sale. 
Moreover, the comptroller said that 
the deal was important enough to 
have been brought before the board 
of the Industrial Development 
Bank. 


Dutch may cut off air traffic with Israel 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. ; — The Dutch Tran- 
sport Ministry has threatened to cut 
off all air traffic between Amster- 
dam and Tel Aviv if Israel does not 
change its “unreasonable'’ policy 
towards KLM, the Dutch new- 
spaper VoBuknmt reported. 

The newspaper quoted the new 
state secretary of traffic as saying 
that KLM does not accept El Al’s 
plan to reduce KLM’s flights to 
Israel from five to three a week as of 
November 1. The newspaper 
described the prolonged dispute 
between El A1 and KLM over El 
Al’s claim that KLM “is stealing 
Jewish passengers from El Ai by of- 
fering Jewish communities in New 
York lower fares from New York to 


Amsterdam and from there to 
IsraeL” 

El Al claims that this practice is a 
violation of the reciprocal aviation 
agreement between El Al and KLM 
which bases the number of weekly 
flights for each company on the 
average number of passengers from 
each country. El Al says that 
because its passengers have been 
taken by KLM, El Al now needs 
only three flights and that this is the 
number that KLM should have as 
wsll. 

On October 23 a delegation of 
representatives of the Transport 
Ministry and El Al are due to fly to 
the Hague for another effort to 
reach a solution with the Dutch. All 
previous meetings on this matter 
have failed. 


Arafat, Japanese unable to agree 


TOKYO (UPI). — A Foreign 
Ministry spokesman said yesterday 
that “no agreement was reached" 
on any subject Palestine Liberation 
Organization leader Yasser Arafat 
discussed with Prime Minister 
Zenko Suzuki and other political 
and business leaders. 

Government sources said Arafat 
claimed the PLO does not pose a 
threat to Israel. 

In two news conferences, Arafat 
said the PLO did not ask for Japan's 
financial aid. “We need spiritual 


support from the friendly Japanese 
people,'’ he said. 

In Jerusalem the Foreign 
Ministry called in the Japanese 
charge d'affaires to hand him an of- 
ficial protest at Ararat’s visit to 
Tokyo. 

Assistant director-general 
Eliashiv Ben-Horin, told the 
diplomat, Yoshikazu Kaneko, thju 
Israel did not accept the “private'* 
designation of the visit. To all in- 
tents and purposes, he said, Arafat 
was being received in Japan like a 
head of government.

Zamir blocks Haifa funds for J’lem yeshivot

HAIFA. — Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir this week prevented 
the Haifa Municipal Council's 
finance committee from, approving 
grants from die municipal budget 
for two yeshivot in Jerusalem, the 
Jabotinsky Institute, also in 
Jerusalem, and a yeshiva in Tel 
Aviv. 

The committee had approved a 
list of 40 educational institutions in 
Haifa for 1S2 miDion in grants. 

But Zamir cabled the committee 
after reading reports about its plans 
in the press. He said that the 
municipality is not entitled to 
transfer funds to institutions outside 
its jurisdiction. 

As a result of Zamir's interven- 
tion, city officials are re-examining 
the issue. Funds for the 40 approved 
institutions are expected to be 


released soon. 

Alignment City Councillor 
Aharon Sbapira commented to The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that '"what 
people refuse to understand is that 
Haifahes who wish to enrol at 
yeshivot hesder must go somewhere 
else because there are none in 
Haifa.” 

The municipality compiled a list 
of 207 young Haifaites who are 
presently studying in religious in- 
stitutions throughout the country. 
“We send them money and have 
always done so,” said Sbapira. 

In the past, Shapiro said, “the 
Interior Ministry used to tell us 
where to transfer the money that 
they sent us.” But he stressed that 
it's the other way around now. 

All but six of the original 44 
names are of religious institutions. 
“We had a hard time trying to find 
secular institutions that might be

Among the chosen religious in- 
stitutions and kotelim, are several 
small institutions, each with about a 
dozen on its staff. None has been 
awarded less than IS10.000. 

Municipal officials insist that all 
grants will come from the “official 
1981-1982 city budget.” But one of- 
ficial confirmed that “it's all money 
from the Interior Ministry, received 
in Haifa only for that specific pur- 
pose.” 

City Hall officials yesterday 
refused to comment on reports that 
some 30 names appear on more 
than one list of yeshivot. “They 
study different subjects at those 
places, so it's perfectly legal that a 
hard-working young man be enrol- 
led at more Jhan oile,” one official 
maintained.

A herd of 22 
sheep and goats whose blood" con- 
tains a cancer-causing-- Substance 1 
was stolen yesterday from' the 
M2es-Yeda . plant near the Weiz- 
mann Institute. 

Dr: Moshe Rashi, director of the 
plant, has warned that consumption 
of the animals' meat is dangerous. 
He said that ' millions of sbekefc- 
worth of damage has been caused to 
the plant by the theft of the animals, 
whose blood is used for medical 
diagnoses and research. Police and 
Border Police have begun widescaie 
searches for the herd. 


Rashi said. that the animals were 
injected with chemicals that turns 
their blood into testing material for 
various diseases. Each, animal can 
give half a litre of blood every fort- 
; night, and 'each millilitre of blood is 
sold for S5-20, which brings the loss 
to millions of dollars. . _ 

He added that it would take three 
months before the plant could 
create the right antibodies in a new 
. herd. He said that the chemicals in- 
jected into the animals are hot in 
themselves poisonous, but could un- 
der certain conditions be conducive 
to the development of cancer.

Crew safe after abandoning 
burning ship near Malta

HAIFA. - The 7,000-ton Israeli 
freighter ra/s Lior was abandoned 
by her crew near Malta yesterday 
morning after an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to control a blaze that broke 
out in the crew's quarters. 

The. 25-man crew, 15 of them 
Israelis, under Captain Julian Ron- 
nen, were reported safe rad un- 
harmed last night. They were 
picked up by a passing ship, named 
Car Ferry, of unknown nationality, 
which was to arrive during the night 
at Malta. 

The 15-year-old freighter, owned 
by the four-ship Yanor Shipping 
Company, a private concern, left 
Haifa with 107,000 cases of citrus 
fruit Sunday evening, an her way to 


northern Europe. 

The fire broke out when the ship 
was between Crete and Malta. 

The company manager, Captain 
Moshe Yanor, said last night that a 
fire-fighting tug from a nearby har- 
bour managed to put out the fire. 
He hoped that the diip with her 
cargo could be safely towed to port. 
He was happy that there were no 
casualties among the crew. 

The Lior is the third Israeli 
freighter during the past half year to 
encounter difficulty at sea, follow- 
ing the sinking of two Zim 
freighters, the Massada and 
Shikma. The Massada disaster 
resulted in the loss of 24 seamen; 
the Shikma was abandoned just 
before .she sank, without any 
casualties.

Census-takers 
grapple with 
‘Who is a 
Beduin?’

NAZARETH. — One of the 
problems facing those who w3! con- 
duct the 1983 census is to determine 
“who is a Beduin?” 

The traditional definition of a Be- 
duin as a nomadic tent-dweller is 
becoming obsolete as more Beduin 
take to settled ways. But at the same 
time the feeling among Beduin of 
belonging to a distinct group has 
become stronger, not weaker. 

The resilient Beduin identity was 
one of the surprising findings turned 
up by the Centra! Bureau of 
Statistics in research conducted in 
preparation for the next census. 

One expression of this identity is 
the demand by many settled Beduin 
for the Interior Ministry to grant 
their small settlements local council 
status, which would bring with it 
ministerial grants. Ministry policy is 
to grant this status only to perma- 
nent villages of over 5,000 inhabi- 
tants. 

The study found that there are 
55,400 Beduin who live in 44 en- 
campments and villages, 27 in the 
south and 17 in the north. 

It pointed out that in the past 15 
years Seven modern villages were 
established by the state for Beduin, 
and in some of them local councils 
were set up. 

The tent, symbol of the Beduin 
way of life for generations, has vir- 
tually disappeared from view in the 
north, but many Beduin still live in 
tents in the south. Only three tribes 
in the north have agreed to abandon 
their encampments — made up of 
sbacks — and move to nearby vil- 
lages, which have been set up with 
extensive government investment. 

Moreover, many Beduin still 
refuse to assimilate with neighbour- 
ing tribes and fight to keep their in- 
dependence. 

As to the “who is a Beduin?' 
question, the bureau has not 
reached a decision, but it has been 
proposed that Beduin be allowed to 
identify with either Arab or Beduin 
society.

IPO drops Wagner 
piece from concert

A wave of protests yesterday 
resulted in the elimination of the 
overture to Tristan and Isolde from 
last night's concert by the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra at the 
Mann Auditorium in Tel Aviv. 

Originally, conductor Zubin 
Mehta had intended the work by 
the anti-Semitic German composer 
as an encore to last night's opening 
of the IPO's 46th season. Two musi- 
cians, both Holocaust survivors, 
who objected to the work, were told 
they did not have to participate in 
the performance, and Mehta in- 
tended to announce that any 
members of the audience could 
leave if they so wished. 

Although conductor Arturo 
Toscanini included a work by 
Wagner in the Palestine Philhar- 
monic Orchestra's first concert, in 
1936, PPO public council chairman 
Felix Rosenblueth (taer justice 
minister, the late Pinhas Rosen) 
decided in 1939 to exclude Wagner. 

Nevertheless, according to 
Daniel Binyamini. chairman erf the 
IPO's management committee, the 
orchestra plans to play Tristan and 
Isolde “sometime in the future.” 
The orchestra has been rehearsing 
the work. 

' Binvamini said in a radio inter- 
view sterday that the work would 
be ed in a “special framework” 
wh would not offend regular 
coi cert-goers. He pointed out that 
there was no “written bra” on the 
IPO playing works by Wagner. 


15 killed on the 
roads since Friday 

Fifteen persons have been killed 
on the roads since Friday, in a wave 
of pre-holiday accidents that 
shocked the traffic division at 
National Police Headquarters.

UN refugee body wins 
1981 Nobel Peace Prize 


2?^' — The office of the UN 
Commissioner for Refugees 
yesterday won its second Nobel 
Peace Prize for aiding die world's 
homeless and exiled. 

The award, worth a record one 
million Swedish kronor <$2.4m.), 
was greeted by High Commissioner 
Poul Hartling as a tribute to 
refugees themselves. Hartling,.. a 
"ntf 1 " D . atlish Prime minister, said 
all the prize money would tie spent 
on aiding refugees. 


The office won the 1954 peace 
prize for resettling European 
refugees following World War II. 
The 1981 award was the I4th time 
ari organization has won the prize. 

The Norwegian Nobel committee 
cited the office’s achievements in 
aiding Vietnamese refugees and un- 
derlined the tragedy of people com- 
pelled to flee their homelands to 
save heir lives. 

"The stream of refugees... creates 
serious problems in relations 
between states and for this reason 
the activities of the office of the. 
high commissioner serve the in- 
terests of humanity and peace as 
well," the Nobel citation said. 

Hartling, 67, high commissioner 
since 1978, said the award showed 
"refugees are not forgotten, that the 
world has not forgotten them. 

In its citation, the committee 
recalled that the world in recent 
years had produced between 14 and 


18 million new refugees, including 
mass exoduses from Vietnam, 
Afghanistan and Ethiopia. 

The 1981 award came at the 
beginning of what has been called 
"the decade of the refugees." The 
Geneva office has been facing a 
mounting challenge with the 
number of refugees soaring by an 
average of almost one million every 
two months since last year. 

It was the third consecutive year 
that the peace prize was awarded 
for humanitarian work. Last year 
it went to -a human rights cam- 
paigner in Argentina, Adolfo Perez 
Esquivel, and in 1979 the award was 
given to Mother Teresa, a Roman 
Catholic nun who works among the 
destitute of Calcutta. 

The pea.ee prize announced 
yesterday was the third in this year's 
Nobel Prize award round. The of- 
fice of the UNHCR was the fifth 
winner so far. 

Two Americans, Dr. Robert 
Sperry and David Hubei, and 
Swedish citizen Torsten Wiesel, 
were joint winners of the Nobel 
Prize in Medicine last Friday. 

The Nobel Memorial Prize in 
Economics was awarded on Tues- 
day to American Yale University 
Professor James Tobin. . 

The Literature Prize follows to 
day in Stockholm, and the Physics 
and Chemistry prize winners will be 
announced next Monday also 
Stockholm. (UPI, AP)

Easy election likely for UN council 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — No 
serious contest is expected in the 
election today of five non- 
permanent members to the UN 
Security Council, diplomatic 
sources said on Tuesday. 

The- five regional groups were 
reported to have agreed on Jordan, 
Togo, Zaire, Poland and Guayana 
as candidates. They are to replace 
outgoing Niger, the Philippines, 


Tunisia, East Germany and Mexico 
next January 1. 

Under the rules of the UN 
Charter, the General Assembly 
elects five non-permanent members 
to serve on the council for two 
years. Britain, China, France, the 
Soviet Union and the US. are per- 
manent members, and each has the 
right to veto any decision of the 15- 
member body. 


100 killed in Chinese sub disaster 


PEKING (AP). — A Chinese “G” 
class submarine exploded and 100 
people were killed in the North 
China Sea more than a month ager-in 
an effort to launch a missile, Asian 
and European military experts 
reported yesterday. 

They said that a 97-metre sub- 
marine exploded underwater, in a 
coastal area during an attempt to 
fire a ballistic missile in late August 
or early Septembe r. 

The sources said' the submarine 
was unable to withstand the shock 


and vibration caused by the at- 
tempted firing. They said many of 
the crew died of asphyxiation. 

Details of the accident were not 
known. 

The several foreign sources asked 
that their names not be used and 
some said the Chinese confirmed a 
naval accident had taken place with 
high casualties in the Bbhai. The' 
Chinese Ministry of Nationaf 
Defence and the Foreign Ministry 
had no comment in response to 
questions about the naval accident.

The divided cabinet of outgoing 
prime minister Mark Eyskens 
agreed on Tuesday night to return 
to dealing with day-to-day matters, 
after a call from King Baudouin for 


conciliation. 

The crisis erupted when French- 
speaking Education Minister Philip- 
pe Busquin decided to close the 
Flemish section of the school in 
French-speaking Comines last week 
because it was attended by fewer 
than the minimum 16 children. The 
dispute rekindled the country's sim- 
mering language war as it prepares 
for early general elections next 
month. 


Italians nab Nigerian in $20 million caper 


ROME (AP). — Police . Tuesday 
arrested a 26-year-old Nigerian who 
allegedly had stolen S20 million in 
cash, gold, travellers cheques and 
stock certificates from a Nigerian 
bank last month. 

Gabriel Lucky Knight was ar- 
rested shortly after he cashed stolen' 
travellers cheques at the American 
Express office in downtown Rome, 
police said. 


Police reportedly later seized 
thousands of dollars in travellers 
cheques at his hotel room. 


Knjght and an accomplice, iden- 
tified by police as Albaji Sanni, 30, 
used a blow torch to open a safe at 
the Bank of West Africa in Lagos 
on September 26. The two then fled 
with the loot to Holland, police 
said. 


Bomb blows up car of Cretan politician 


CHANIA, Crete (Reuter). — The 
car of an electoral candidate of the 
Pan-Hellenic Socialist Movement 
was destroyed by a time-bomb 
yesterday, police said. • 

A police spokesman said the car, 
belonging to Iosif Valirakis, was 
parked outside his house when the 
bomb went off at dawn. No one was 
hurt.

Anthrax-infected soil dumped in protest 


LONDON (Reuter). — Soil in- 
fected with anthrax disease has 
been dumped at a British govern- 
ment research centre in southern 
England in a protest by a Scottish 
environmentalist group, the 
Defence Ministry said. 

The soil was taken from the 
northwest Scottish island of 
Gruinard, which has been closed to 
the public since 1941 when anthrax 
was used on sheep in germ warfare 
tests. The tests were part of a World 
War II plan to drop anthrax bombs 
on Berlin. 

Anthrax is a highly infectious dis- 
ease found mainly, in cattle and 


sheep, although 13 people have died 
from it in Britain in the past 1 1 years 

The environmentalists, who call 
themselves the “Dark Harvest 
Commandos,” said in letters to 
Scottish newspapers last Friday that 
they had dumped the contaminated 
soil at the biological research centre 
at Porton Down to draw' attention 
to government indifference over the 
fate of Gruinard Island. 


.A Defence Ministry spokesman 
on Tuesday night confirmed that 
the dumped soil contained traces of 
anthrax and said police in Scotland 
were investigating. -

Ice-entombed bodies of airmen found 


KEFLAVIK. Iceland (Reuter). — 
Shepherds have found entombed in 
ice the remains of eight American 
crewmen of a military plane that 
crashed in southern Iceland 28 
years ago, a U.S. military 
spokesman said yesterday. 

The Neptune reconnaissance 
plane was en route to the American 
naval airbase at Keflavik on 
December 17, 1953, when it 
plunged into a ravine after an at-

Shepherds found the plane's 
wreckage last Sunday as it emerged 
from the Myrdal Glacier. The eight 
bodies were encapsuled in ice, the 
spokesman said. 

Only one of the bodies could be 
identified — an officer whose un- 
iform insignia had been preserved, 
the spokesman said. 

The bodies arc to be flown to the 
U.S. on Friday for further iden- 
tification checks.

ONE OF the more engaging aspects 
of Scandinavian affluence is iu per- 
vasive spirit of generosity. 

The Nordic countries are leaders 
in the extension of altruistic aid to 
developing countries, and this con- 
tinues to be true despite recent 
economic problems. Norway has 
been one of the foremost nations in 
the world in the scope of the 
development aid it has extended, 
relative to its own Gross National 
Product In the mid-1970s this stood 
at dose to the 0.7 per cent of GNP 

- recommended by UN agencies and 
it has risen since, with the sharp 
growth in revenues from North Sea 
oil and gas. Half of the Norwegian 
aid is channelled through mul- 
tilateral organizations while the 
other half is directed to bilateral 
projects — primarily to East 
African countries. 

Altruism is important to the 
Norwegians. Their publications on 
the matter are at pains to stress that, 
"Political conditions have never 
been attached to the use of 
Norwegian development aid grants. 
Nor has it been a requirement that 
these resources arc to be used in 
such a way that they are to the ad- 
vantage of Norwegian production." 

Altruism is one thing; business 
another. In a period in which high 
oil prices have been the primary 
single factor contributing to the im- 
poverishment of most developing 
countries, Norway, the prime 
beneficiary of the North Sea oil and 
gas bonanza, has been careful to do 
nothing that could affect the con- 
tinuing high price of oil. 

AN EDITOR of an Oslo daily 
agreed that there was an obvious 
• anomaly in this. He emphasized, 
however, recalling the days when he 
was a refugee in next-door neutral 
Sweden (to which he had fled as a 
member of the anti-Nazi Norwegian 
underground during the war), that 
Sweden was the truly generous 
member of the Nordic bloc. “We 
Norse arc much less given to 
| generosity than the Swedes. And 
1 the case of oil is a good example." 

The Swedes would seem to be the 
foremost nation in the world in the 
field of international development 
aid. Ever since 1977, they have 
fulfilled the target set by Sweden's 
parliament of devoting 1 per cent of 
GNP to foreign aid annually. In 
fiscal 198(y81 Swedish international 
development aid came to 5b. 
Kronor (about Sib.). This is a 
phenomenal performance on the 
part of a country whose population 
totals a mere 8m., less than 4 per 
cent of that of the U.S. 

In pledging the continuation of 
this level of development aid, the 
Swedish Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Ola UUsten, declared in 
, parliament in April, “Our own- 
! e&1idirfid' v p?iSfenls and : our’'bwn 
welfare have been the main subjects 
for debate in recent times. It may be 
easy to forget that wc nevertheless 
Hve in a privileged socieiy. It is a 
moral duty to help people in need. 
Considerable humanitarian con- 
tributions are also an essential de- 
ment in our aid. But .we must go 
further than this. We must 
cooperate with the people of the 
developing countries in their 
building of a better, juster and more 
secure existence. That is the aim of 
our aid.’* 

MOST SWEDISH development has 
been channelled, often in conjunc- 
tion with the other Nordic 
countries, to East and Southern 
Africa. Part of this is a reflection of 
the Nordic feeling that these 
African countries-are the ones most 
in need of aid. But is the case of 
Sweden, at least, it is also an expres- 
sion of her determined antipathy to 
South Africa's policy of apartheid. 
In the statement to parliament 
noted above, the Swedish foreign 
minister also said, “In recent years 
Swedish aid has had a marked 
Southern African profile. Both in 
parliament and in public -opinion 
there- has been broad support for 
OUT humani t arian assistance to the 
liberation movements, the refugees 
and - the free states in Southern 
Africa. Our aid is a step in the strug- 
gle against apartheid and a support 
for the free states in their striving to 
become independent of South 
Africa." 

- Such sentimenu_ have been 
-backed up by lb. Skr.~in support of 
the black states and movements in 
Southern Africa in the last fiscal 
year. 

- Conversations with random 
Danes, Swedes- and Norwegians 
bear out the politicians’ assertions

backing of large parts of the popula- 
tions of these countries. That Scan- 
dinavians' pride in the help they 
have been giving developing 
countries is reminiscent of the 
similar pride which pervaded Israel 
in the 1950s and 60s concerning our 
mutual assistance programmes to 
developing countries, before the 
black cat passed between us. 

IN THE CASE of the Swedes, who 
are the leaders among the Scan- 
dinavans in this regard, I would 
guess that their involvement in such 
a "politics of morality” (one should 
also recall their opposition to the 
Vietnam war, and their criticism of 
UJ5. policy in Chile and more’ 
recently in El Salvador) is partly a 
compensation for that amoral ele- 
ment which is an aspect of their 
strict policy of neutrality in regard 
to major international disputes. It is 
interesting to muse on the contrast 
between the Norwegians, who 
mounted one of the most effective 
anti -Nazi undergrounds in World 
War II, and the Swedes who 
remained neutral between the Nazis 
and the democracies. 

The current Swedish stance on 
these questions of the “politics of 
morality'* in the international arena 
was introduced by Social Democrat 
governments. Yet it is maintained 
by the “bourgeois'* governments of 
the past four years. Mr. Ullsten is 
not a bleeding-heart leftist but the. 
leader of tfie middle-of-the-road 


Liberals. 

These questions exercise the 
political community and working 
politicians. Another aspect of this 
politics of benevolence that con- 
cerns every Swede is the counter's 
immigration and refugee policy. 
Sweden, like the other Nordic 
countries, had one of the most 
ethnically homogeneous populations 
in the world. The exotic reindeer- 
herding Lapps in the far north 
number at most a few thousand. . 

IT COMES as a surprise therefore 
that Sweden's total population of 8 
m. includes about 10 per cent im- 
migrants. Of these, over 300,000 
have become Swedish subjects. The 
largest groups among the im- 
migrants come from Finland. 
Together with much smaller 
numbers f ro m Den mark and 
Norway, this preponderance is an 
expression of the policy of opei^ 
borders between the Nordic 
countries, and common labour 
markets. (It is interesting that in the 
last year immigration from Finland 
has nearly ceased; the growing 
number of Finns returning home 
from Sweden reflects the frighten- 
ing job situation in Sweden, and 
improved economic conditions in 
Finland.) 

There are sizeable numbers' also 
of immigrants from Yugoslavia, 
Turkey and a number of East Euro- 
pean countries. In addition to these 
immigrants, who have come in 


response to the lure of Sweden's 
high pay and welfare state benefits, 
Sweden has had an active policy of 
welcoming political refugees. They 
include the harassed Assyrian com- 
munity of Iraq and Turkey, U.S. 
draft-dodgers, Polish and 
Hungarian refugees, Vietnamese 
boat-people and refugees from 
Southern Africa and from South 
America. 

ALL OF THIS is a lengthy in- 
troduction to the question of the 
relations of these countries with 
Isael, and their attitude to the 
Arab-Israel dispute. Everyone — 
politicians. Foreign Ministry people, 
journalists, hosts and average peo- 
ple whom I engaged in conversation 
— reiterated that their country, 
government and people, were 
basically “favourably inclined and 
sympathetic to Israel.” The “but” is 
to be found in that penchant for 
“even-handedness” which tends to 
equate the Israeli and the Arab, 
and, more specifically, foe Palesti- 
nian positions. 

The .above-mentioned Swedish 
foreign minister, speaking of the 
“tragic" Arab-Israeli conflict 
before parliament last March, 
remarked: “Violence is met by 
violence. Implacability on the one 
side is met by implacability on the 
other.. Jt is also obvious that only if 
Israel and the PLO are prepared to 
accept one another as legitimate 
negotiating partners can a 
meaningful peace process be set in 
motion.” 

In Norway, basically friendly at- 
titudes to Israel have been muddied 
by the anti-Israel bias imported by 
soldiers in the UNIFIL Norwegian 
contingent. 

Basically the attitude is sym- 
pathetic to Israel. The major excep- 
tions; to my mind, largely reflect a 
bias in favour of Third World 
countries. One would parody this 


attitude only slightly if one 
epitomized it in the following style: 
“Coloured men can do no wrong 
and White men can do no right.” 

In this context, there is a 
tendency to view the Palestinians as 
“men of colour,” and the Israelis as 
extensions of a White colonialist 
West. Thus Israel is castigated for 
acts which arc greeted with silence 
when committed by the Arabs. 

THERE IS ONE additional factor, 
however: Mcnachem Begin. Every 
Scandinavian who went through the 
"favourable and sympathetic" 
litany for my benefit added, “But 
we can't stand your Mr. Begin.” 

Few people could explain why 
when asked. One Stockholm news- 
paper editor tried. "Not only is he 
a chauvinist but a religious fanatic.” 
As an Israeli opponent of Mr. 
Begin’s I confessed that foe latter 
charge was news to me. However, 
it's the Norwegian view of things. 

I tried to find out what other in- 
ternational leader was so disliked 
and came up with none. Even the 
dislike for South Africa and 
apartheid seems not to have rubbed 
off in personal dislike of Prime 
Minister Botha. 

A newspaper editor in Bergen as- 
serted that those who disliked B egin 
were attempting cynically to 
camouflage opposition to Israel, 
and even nascent anti-Semitism — 
two no-no's in progressive Scan- 
dinavia. 

One Swedish diplomat, formerly 
posted in Israel, gave me another 
version. “When Begin first came to 
power all the diplomatic colony's 
contacts were cut off. We started in- 
viting Likud people, but to tell the 
truth they all proved so terribly un- 
interesting that little by Ettle we 
stopped inviting them."

New concept in hotel marketing 


Study tours to bring people 
to Israel for second visits

Jerusalem Pest Reporter 
There are two ways a hotel can 
fill up with tourists: the managers 
can sit back and wait for visitors to 
come, or they can go out and drum 
up their own market. 

Following the latter approach is 
the Jerusalem Plaza Hotel's guest 
relations manager Marty Isaacs and 
his wife Muriel, a licensed tourist 
guide. They are leaving for the U.S. 
soon to sell a new concept in hotel 
marketing — the study tour, aimed 
primarily at American Jews who 
have been to Israel before. 


With a solid schedule of lectures, 
mainly at synagogues, the Isaacs are 
offering a pre-tour course of study, 
which will be suggested to syn- 
agogue rabbis. 

■The course planned to include six 
sessions, concentrates on the First 
and Second Temple and on the 
Talmudic periods. The actual tours 
later on are to complement the 
study course. 

Though the tours, of about 13 
days, are geared for stays at the 
Jerusalem and Tiberias Plaza hotels, 


Isaacs stressed that- he and his wife 
would not be. selling tours. That 
they leaye for the" travel agent. 

Nor, they stress, are the tours to 
be all work and no play. Many days 
are scheduled with a long tour in the 
morning and a short tour In the 
afternoon, with all-day excursions 
broken up by picnics and time atthe 
seashore. 

Armed with slides and. a nicely 
printed study guide, the Isaacs have 
a solid* six-week schedule in the 
U.S., often with lectures in two 
cities on the same day. 

At first, they admitted, they were 
wary of offering study guides to rab- 
bis, but here too they found that 
their efforts were welcomed, 
despite the fact that they stress that 
they are laymen. The climax of their 
stay will be the national conference 
of the United- Synagogue, of 
America, where they are scheduled 
to speak. 

Once back in Israel, the tours 
will, for the momentv go out under 
the personal direction ofthe Isaacs: 
Later, if the tours become popular, 
the Isaacs will train others to take 
over. 


Hotelmen protest cut in loans

Certainly, no one has recommended that such sales should be 
made on terms that, out of indifference to the public interest or with 
calculated foreknowledge, bestow hefty — but not immediately visi- 
ble — capital gains on the private buyers. Least of all has anyone so 
far stood up for a manner of selling public property in which the same 
government officials who make the decisions regarding the transac- 
tion have a personal interest in the deal concerned and participate in 
the profits derived from iL. . 

All this seems to have been the case with respect to the sale, by the 
Industrial Development Investment Company, a subsidiary of the 
government-controlled Industrial Development Bank, of a con- 
trolling 43.7 per cent packet of shares in the Moiier Textile Works to 
the Delta Textile Company, on which the State Comptroller reported 
this week. 

Among the real property behind the value of these shares — which 
were sold, at the end of 1978, for IS3.18rh., with the bulk of the 
proceeds to be paid on easy, unlinked, instalment plan terms — was a 
holding of 258 dunams of real estate. As disclosed by the buyer of 
those shares himself, the Delta Company, in a prospectus published 
towards the floating of a -stock issue, die value of this real estate 
alone, in mid-1980, was IS97.6m. Even after deduction of the 
IS23.4m. set aside for capital gains taxes on the deal. Delta made a 
profit of several thousand per cent 

However, not only has there been a massive give-away of public 
property. TTie director of the Industrial Development Investment 
Company,. Mr. Amior Vinokur, who conducted the negotiations for 
the sale, was himself a minor shareholder in the Delta Company. 
True, he duly disclosed his interest — which nevertheless netted him 
an after-tax capital gain of some IS375.000. 

The chairman of the board of the Industrial Development Invest- 
ment Company, Dr. Mosbe Mandelbaum, now the deputy governor 
of the Bank of Israel, and one of the candidates mentioned for 
nomination for the post of governor, was aware of these facts. He was 
nevertheless satisfied to have the deal approved, not by the board of 
directors of the company, and much less so by the board of directors 
of the Industrial Development Bank, of which he was also chairman, 
but by the company's securities committee — composed of himself, 
Mr. Vinokur, and Mr. Yehuda Gil, the general manager of the In- 
dustrial Development Bank. Only after the deal went through, did 
Dr. Mandelbaum have it approved retroactively by the board of 
directors. 

The State Comptroller, in his report, mentions no names. Nor does 
he mention the huge capital profits — some 20 times the sales price, 
net after tax — involved in the deal. These are issues which the* 
Kri^set Stale. £orUrql Coranuttee wiU dpal wjthjn thtjtcw future. 

'■ This is not the first case of its kind. When the Maritime Bank was 
sold to the Eisenberg group, the State Comptroller's report revealed 
similar, if smaller, capital profits resulting from the under-valuation 
of real estate included in the bank's assets and obtained, far below 
their value, by the buyer. There is no suggestion that anything illegal 
was done by any of such deals, otherwise the State Comptroller - 
presumably would have taken action — which he has rarely done. 
Nevertheless, where public property is concerned, standards stricter 
than those imposed by formal law must be applied. 

A thoroughgoing revision of the entire procedure for selling 
public property seems to be overdue. It may be necessary to take 
negotiations of this kind out of the hands of the government agencies 
and corporations who hold the assets and are responsible for their 
current management, and to hand them over to an independent 
body. At the very least, such deals should be subject to examination 
and approval by a special agency, not subject to the pressures of daily 
management and policy-making. 

Long experience has shown that the ex-post facto censures of the Stale 
Comptroller may momentarily embarrass the always unnamed in- 
dividuals responsible for the irregularities and irresponsibilities. But 
these strictures seem to have little practical effect, even when the 
persons Involved are slated for high office.

500; kilometres, spending on how 
high they fly and on weather condi- 
tions. 

The decision to dispatch the 
AWACS to Egypt said Fischer, 
should be' seen as, part of 
Washington's continuing' effort to 
"manifest support for our friends in 
the region." 

In addition to stepping up its 
military support for Egypt in the 
face of the Libyan threat, the 
Americans, have also increased- 
their military support for Sudan. 

ButFischer said the AWACS are 
not specifically designed to help 
Sudan. "I don't think I would put it 
that way," he said in response to a 
question. 

Egyptian Defence Minister Lt. 
Gen. Abdel-Halim Abu-Ghazala, in 
an interview published in yester- 
day's Hebrew daily Ma'ariv, was 
more specific about the nature of 
Egyptian assistance to Sudan. 

“Egypt has rushed aerial defence 
equipment to Sudan and set up an 
alert in the western desert in case 


the Libyans try to attack one of the 
two countries," he said. 

"At this stage, there are sufficient 
forces in the region," he continued. 
But if Libya beefs up its troops, then 
Egypt will not hesitate to move in 
additional forces." 

Meanwhile, in the Egyptian 
parliament yesterday, Numeiri 
pledged "one future, one destiny" 
for Sudan and Egypt 


Numeiri made the pledge im- 
mediately after Hosni Mubarak 
took the constitutional oath as 
Egypt's new president at a special 
parliamentary session. 

Addressing the house, Numeiri 
said: “I pledge to my brother, 
Hosni, to be for him and to be by 
him, to complete what Aowqr Sadat 
started. 

"Egypt will be a bulwark for 
Sudan, and Sudan will be a strength 
for Egypt Indivisible security, one 
road," he said. "We wfl] struggle 
like one heart and one hand for one 
future and one destiny for the peo- 
ple of the Nile Valley."

(Cmtinoed from Page O ne) 
cording to .yesterday’s New York 
Times, the Linowitz draft dealt with 
these ideas: 

• The question of water rights on 
the West Bank. The U.S. plan con- 
templated equitable sharing, to be 
determined by a commission to be 
made up of Israeli, Palestinian, Jor- 
danian and possibly Syrian 
members. 

• On security, the plan called for 
Israel to retain responsibility for ex- 
ternal security while the Israeli 
police and a Palestinian force would 
cooperate on internal security. 


• As to the question of whether 
the autonomy should be limited to 
"administrative** functions, as 
proposed by Israel, or have 
"legislative” responsibilities, as cal- 
led for by Egypt, the U.S. plan 
avoided the matter by saying the 
new council should have " necessary 
powers to carry out its respon- 
sibility.” 

The Linowitz proposal did not get 
into the touchy matter of whether 
East Jerusalem Arabs could vote for 
the council, leaving that issue to an 
eventual summit meeting involving 
the heads of government.

IT IS SOMEWHAT surprising to 
note that despite its pervasive and 
unwelcomed existence in most 
Western countries, no generally ac- 
cepted policy has been developed to 
counteracLstagflation, and very lit- 
tle progress has been made in over- 
coming it thus far: 

' Stagflation has been die cause of 
many changes in business, in 
business-oriented and social at- 
titudes and has caused a tremen- 
dous amount of intellectual effort to 
be generated in addressing its 
origins and symptoms. In spite of 
this, most Western economies are 
still suffering from constant price 
rises, various degrees of unemploy- 
ment and a very limited rate of 
growth, which are adversely in- 
fluencing both the social and 
political fabric of . these 
democracies. 

The most recent school- of 
thought to gain international atten- 
tion is the supply-side approach, 
now being initiated by the- Reagan 
Administration. This relatively new 
approach, which concentrates on 
generating a substantial growth in 
production, has stimulated a great 
deal of doubt and speculation. The 
effectiveness of the proposed 
measures has been questioned, as 
'‘has its overall chance at success. 

’Hie supply-side approach has 
limitations and certain precondi- 
tions are necessary for its success. 
Such preconditions may perhaps be 
broadly divided into two main 
groups: the first is the need to offset 
the excessive emphasis put on one 
aspect of the overall socio- 
economic spectrum; the second is 
the vital need to implement more 
specific, in addition to general and 
"across the board” policies. 


BALANCING THE 


SUPPLY SIDE 


YA’ACOV LEVINSON points to flaws in the supply-side ap- 
proach to economic policy-making in the West, and in Israel 


ONE OF THE dangers of any 
economic approach is the accen- 
tuated concentration on certain 
aspects of the economic framework 
at the expfense of others. Although 
the Reagan Administration ap- 
proach does take into account the 
demand side by attempting to offset 
the supply tide incentive by budget 
cuts, h does uot for the most part 
treat the demand side beyond these 
measures. 

The danger of such an approach 
had already been proved when the 
demand side was almost the sole 
recognized line of thinking in the 
formation of economic policy and 
when the supply side was almost ig- 
nored. Now, the- supply side is 
receiving a great amount of atten- 
tion and tite demand side is not be- 
ing treated effectively enough. 

Fiscal policy is not fostered by 
the appropriate monetary policy. 
Monetarily, the demand side is still 


treated mainly through regulating 
the cost of money to consumers and 
investors, namely through interest 
rates rather than through its 
availability and cost combined. The 
poor elasticity of demand for 
money, in view of the constantly 
broadening social contracts and. 
obligations on the part of public and 
private employers (which allow a 
general average meeting of greater 
costs by growing incomes), creates 
— in spite of the irregularities in this 
growth — an offsetting factor to the 
effectiveness of the cost of money in 
the mediu m and the long tun. 

However, monetary policy is still' 
dictated by the mistaken impression 
that the cost of money only is the 
determining factor. Thife ignores the 
offsetting factor, as well as the at- 
traction that may be created for 
foreign investment in non- 
producing ventures which further 
increase the supply of money 
domestically. 

Moreover, relying on the cost of 
money only necessitates such steep 
fluctuations in interest rates, which 
undermine the expectations that 
may help the supply side by more 
favourable patterns of savings and 
consumption. 

Monetary policy which uses the 
cost of money as its primary tool not 
only offsets its own effectiveness 
but also, for the reasons already 
given, at times stimulates inflation 
itself. Thus, monetary policy further 
enhances the imperfection of 
budgetary cuts and this is allowed to 
a degree due to the belief that the 
supply-side approach will heal the 
sickness in such a massive manner 
that more comprehensive treatment 
is not necessary. 

Effective treatment of the de- 
mand tide is not only necessary in 
fighting inflation and improving 
competitiveness in world trade, but 
also in freeing redundant produc- 
tive factors which may then par- 
ticipate in the productive process 
planned for the supply tide. 


had changed dramatically from 
previous decades, the demand side 
is still — and will continue to be — a 
very substantial part of the har- 
monious approach that is needed. It 
is perhaps the need to supplement 
the demand side with the supply 
side (rather than switching sides or 
totally changing means), in view of 
the decreasing effectiveness of the 
demand side, which calls for a new 
and more comprehensive approach. 

. Secondly it is necessary to t>e 
courageous and to divorce oneself 
to a vast degree from the old and es- 
tablished schools of thought, which 
basically differentiate between pure 
economic competition — the liberal 
laissez-faire approach — and . any 
other system which implies the duty 
of the state to set priorities for ma- 
jor economic activities. 

Strange as it may seem, in spite of 
the widely accepted understanding 
that a perfect competitive economy 
does not and cannot exist alongside 
social responsibility — many times 
distorted by political considerations 
— there is still a . widespread and 
somewhat naive inclination to dis- 
regard the social and political 
checks on perfect competition. 

Instead of coming to terms with 
reality by preserving competition as 
a vital measure and carefully using a 
controlled amount of coordination 
where it is absolutely needed, 
economic coordination is treated 
yvith ambiguity and a deep sense of 
guilt. This ambiguity leads to the 
realization that government must 
take steps to 'improve the economy, 
but at the same time it restricts the 
steps that do not comply with 
general and “across the board” 
measures to such that are forced on 
it by political pressure groups. 


The inflationary, gap is -thus 
treated by the supply tide in. a very 
partial manner, while some of its. in- 
centives create unwanted demand- 
side inflationary pressures. . 

Lowering tax brackets is hoped tp 
serve as an incentive to having more 
labour applied to production. 
However, it may well happeii that 
people: vriB be happier with more 
net income as a result of the. same 
number of working hours: 

If income tax brackets were adr 
justed only for additional work done 
'• in certain broadly chosen industries^, 
this would, perhaps draw more 
labour -resources to high, 
technology-labour, ratio occupa- 
tions. This would create more sup- 
(rfy at tower co$t*_per unit of ^reduc- 
tion, thus contributing- to a larger 
GNP and a srariler ^inflationary gap, 
thereby contributing to breaking: 
the vido us. circle of stagflation. 

This approach would certainly, 
lead to a dispute over -which in- 
dustries should be encouraged at. 
the expense, of others, as wen as .to 
the amount of distortions which 
would be produced in thisinairaer. . 

It is impossible to prevent a cer- 
tain amount of distortion even if 
coordination remains on the broad- - 
ly defined industry level and is * 
minimized to preserve as much, 
competition as possible. The most - 
convincing answer to such worries 
is to recall the negative trends 
which have been present in Western 
economies over quite along period.
